PERSONAL HISTORY AND .BACKGROUND 
OF FRANCIS JEROME CURRY_ 


In the fall of 1946, T-l, of known reliability, 
advised SA I I that he obtained the 

following information regarding FRANCIS JEROME CURRY in 
1942 , to the effect that UURRY was born December 11, 1902# 
at Joliet, Illinois, and reside d at 516 Western Avenue,

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According 'to ,T-1, CURRY*a education, consisted 
of a grade school education and four years high school* 

In 1942, CURRY*a business affiliation was listed as the 
Scale and Vending Maohine Business, and his earnings 
were estimated to be $25,000*00 annually. At that time 
CURRY was also a farm owner and devoted a large amount 
of his time to grain and 1 dairy farming*

Information concerning FRANCIS .JEROME CURRY, as follows* 

FRANCIS CURRY in the earlier days had owned 
and operated several small taverns in Joliet and had 
■previously been involved in the slot machine business 
in Will County. He allegedly is a prodigy of EDDIE 
VOGEL, a well known Chicago hoodlum, who, in 1946, was 
the slot machine king of Will County. According to 
Chief OVERBY, CURRY had a reputation as a hoodlum and 
seemingly is a power in Joliet* According to Chief 
OVERBY, the political setup in Will County, through the 
Sheriff’s Office and other political officials, approved 
of the activities of CURRY.

On December 15» 1952* FRANCIS JEROME CURRY 
was interviewed by SAs I I 

inasmuch as CURRY was known to have been closely associated 
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with one PAUL DE LUCIA who, at 'that time, along with 
LOUIS CAMPAGNA and, CHARLES GOIE, was. under Investigation 
for bribery and parole matters. At the setout of said 
. Interview with CURRY, he advised that he did not desire 
to give any Information which .might tend to incriminate 
him and he also refused to give information under oath 
but would try to -orally cooperate in answering questions 
concerning any business transactions he may have had with 
PAUL DE LUCIA. 

CURRY stated that he has never contributed any 
money for PAUL DE LUCIA or others but indicated that he 
probably gave moral support only and that this would do 
more .for PAUL DE LUCIA whom he regarded as a close friend 
and former associate* CURRY advised that he believed 
that he had, at one time, met CHARLES GOIE but Indicated 
that he would not recognize this Individual if he were 
to walk into the room during the interview# CURRY further 
indicated that he Is casually acquainted with LOUIS 
CAMPAGNA and Is well acquainted with PAUL DE LUCIA and 
the entire DE LUCIA family* He stated that he visited 
DE LUCIA on one occasion while the latter was In the 
penitentiary at Fort Leavenworth, Kansas, and stated that 
this visit occured months prior to DE LUCIA*s release 
from the penitentiary*

When questioned concerning business activities 
between himself and PAUL DE LUCIA, CURRY advised that 
his only business transactions with DE LUCIA involved 
the operation of DE LUCIA*s farm located in Will County, 
Illinois# CURRY stated that while DE LUCIA was in 
prison, he, CURRY, rented the farm from DE LUCIA and 
with the rent money he paid off mortgage payments and 
other incidentals needed for improvements on the farm* 

CURRY said that upon DE LUCIA*s release from 
prison, his auditors and ah auditor representing DE LUCIA 
arranged a settlement between DE LUCIA and CURRY regarding 
money owed CURRY by DE LUCIA in regard to the farm 

■ project. CURRY claimed that while DE LUCIA was in prison, 
he# CURRY, purchased additional equipment for operation 
of the farm which was charged to DE LUCIA, and this,

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according to DE LUCIAN auditor, amounted to approximately 
$31*000*00* CURRY stated that his own auditors believed 
PAUL DE LUCIA still owed CURRY approximately $14,000*00 
to $17,000*00* According to CURRY, he had not personally 
discussed this matter with DE LUCIA inasmuch as he had 
been advised not to contact DE LUCIA while the latter 
was, on parole* However, CURRY stated that after DE LUCIA’S 
parole requirements are fulfilled, he plans to settle this 
account with DE LUCIA. CURRY .did state, however, that 
he does not care whether DE LUCIA ever pays the balance 
owed him since DE LUCIA is a trusted friend*

On September 33, 1947, subject was interviewed and 
admitted that he had been hiding because he thought the 
FBI had a "ticket" for him in connection with the 
Congressional hearing regarding parole matters. He stated 
that his occupation was farming but denied that he had 
ever had any business transactions with any hoodlums 
except possibly PAUL BE LUCIA of Chicago. CURRY admitted 
that just prior to BE LUCIA's incarceration, he rented his 
1,109 acre farm in Kendall County, Illinois, and that 
each years rent was applied against a mortgage on the farm.

CG T-4 advised that in 1957, FRANCIS CURRY 
reported profits of $24,595.58 from the renting of

his wife and children submitted separate profit and 
loss information to the Government. Informant 
stated that subject indicated that a firm by the name 
of Baneley and Kiener of 130 N. Wells Street, 

Chicago, Illinois, did most of his bookkeeping. 

CURRY further advised the informant that the business 
name of his coin machine rental company is known 
as the Automatic Coin Machine Company, Two North 
Des Plaines Street, Uoliet, Illinois, and that 
the total receiptsof the company were $124,866. 

In 1958 subject claimed that he made 
a profit of $15,349.05 and that he paid taxes in 
the amount of $4,207.67. He claimed that .his source 
of income was the same but that the total receipts of 
the company in that year amounted to $70,457. 

In 1959, subject claimed that he made business profits 
of $15,750.65 and paid taxes in the amount of $3,722.78.
